PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Fifth Parliament— Fourth Session. 

SEVENTH DAY. 

Tuesday, Fob. I, 1890. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2:10 
p. in. 

I'rayers by Rev. .]. E. Starr. 
PETITIONS. 

Col. Baker presented the petition of 
Peter Farley and others in reference to 
the Crow's Nost anil Kootonay railway. 

MONIOIPALITIKS' AMENDMENT BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Rcavou moved the second 
reading of a bill to amend the Munici- 
palities' Act of 1881), and in doing so 
said that his amendments were, in a 
part, rendered necessary by the changes 
made in committee upon the main bill 
introduced by him in 1889. A feature 
of the present bill was to give munici- 
palities a right in imposing taxation to 
distinguish between land and improve- 
ments made thereon. Ho (Hon. Mr, 
Heaven) thought it was well to give mu- 
nicipalities this permissive power, as 
land improved rose in value continually, 
while tho improvements themselves de- 
teriorated in worth. After explaining 
the several clauses of the bill, Hon. Mi: 
Heaven asked the House to pass the 
second reading of the bill and allow it 
to go into committee at some future 
day. 

Hon. Mr. Davie offered no objection 
to the bill being advanced a stage, and 
it w as accordingly read a second timo 
and committed for Thursday. 

JUVENILE BKFOBMATOBV till. I,. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second 
reading of the Juvenile Reformatory 
Hill, the necessity for which had long 
been felt. It was necessary that juven- 
ile 'offenders' should be placed in differ- 
ent custody from hardened criminals. It 
,\ s the object of the bill (o provide a 
place for youthful offenders where they 
i.iijht huve a chance to become good 
no 1 useful citizens. 

The bill passed its Second reading and 
w.u committed, with Mr. Mason in the 
chair: 

In committee the bill was amended 
by striking out the words "For Boys," 
aiul also to make the minimum age for 
admitting offenders to the reformatory 
eight instead of ten years. 

The committee rose and reported pro 
gross and asked leave to sit again on 
Friday. Leave was so granted. 

LICENSES AMENDMENT BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second 
reading of the Licenses Amendment 
bill, whose object was to reduce the tax 
imposed upon the sellers of opium to 
$50 for every six months. At present 
the licenses cost &!f>0, and. except in 
the cities, the Chinese preferred to take 
chances' in evading the laws to paying 
the high price charged for licenses. In 
the interests of the revenue the bill 
should pass. Of course it had no refer- 
ence to the cities which could impose 
what taxes of this nature they chose, 
and had sufficiently large police forces 
to see that the law was observed. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven could not sec tho 
necessity for the bill, nor could he see 
that it was in the interest of the revenue 
to take the action advocated in the bill. 

After a brief discussion upon the 
question of whether the lowering of 
the license fees would increase the 
revenue and put an end to the illicit 
trade in opium, the lull passed its 
second reading, and was committed 
witli Mr. Martin in the chair. The 
committee rose and reported progress, 
to sit again Wednesday. 

ELECTION REGULATIONS. 

Mr. Smith moved the second reading 
of a bill to amend the "Election Regula- 
tions Act 1889," by repealing section '21 
of that act and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: 

"The provisions of this act shall not 
ot apply to tho electoral district of 
Vale: Provided, however, that the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council shall, 
upon a petition of a majority of the 
registered voters of the District of Yale, 
extend by proclamation to the said dis- 
trict the provisions of this act, and 
thenceforth the provisions of this act 
shall be in full force in the said district. " 

Mr. Allen seconded the bill introduced 
by his colleague and would support it. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that tho elec- 
tors of the district of Vale were the only 
lies in the province who wished to have 
their elections conducted in a particular 
way of their own. He (Hon. Mr. 
Vernon) thought that the laws in each 
district should be strictly the same all 
over the province. Yale should not ask 
to have any peculiar law of its own, and 
he could not support the bill. 

Mr. Setnlin objected to the proposed 
change, as he contended that counting 
ballots on the spot did away with the 
secrecy of tho ballot where only a few 
voters were resilient in the district. He 
was surprised to soe the hon. senior 
member lor Lillooet change his opinion 
on his subject, as he evidently had since 
last session. 

Mr. Allen rose in explanation. His 
personal opinion on this subject was un- 
changed, but at the request of his con- 
stituents he was now taking the stand 
he did. He was the servant of the peo- 
ple and would follow their wishes. 

Mr. Martin endorsed Mr. Semlin's re- 
marks, and Won. Mr. Reuven and Mr. 
Grant also opposed the bill. Mr. Mason 

endorsed the bill, and it passed its sec- 
l ii I reading, and was committed, Mr. 
Tolmie in the chair. The bill was re- 
ported complete with amendments, the 
report to be considered on Wednesday. 

COUNTY COURTS. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second 
reading of the County Courts Act 
Amendment Hill, whose object was to 
alter the limits of several county court 
districts. 

Mr. Mason enquired if it was pro- 
posed to lessen the number of county 
courts in Hie Cariboo district. 

Hon. Mr. Davie replied in the nega- 
tive. 

Mr. Smith hoped to see certain days 
specilied in the bill upon which courts 
should be held in the several districts. 

The bill passed its second reading un- 
opposed, and was committed with Mr. 
Anderson in thu chair. The bill was 
reported complete without, amendment; 
report to be considered on \\ rdncsday. 

NEW WESTMINSTER ACT. 

lion. Mr. Davie moved the second 
reading of the '.ill to amend one section 
of the Act of Incorporation of New 
Westminster City, which provides that 
the County Court jinlgu be paid $20 per 
day for revising the voter's List. The 
section was objected to by thu Do- 
minion ( iovirnnient, anil the people of 
New Westminster were unanimous in 

wishing it repealed. 

The bill passed its second tvading, 
Was committed with Mr. Ladner in the 
chair, and was reported complete with- 
out amendment. The report was adopt- 
ed, and the bill read a third timo and 
passed. 

I. AM) REGISTRY Al.'T. 

Hon. Mr. DftVie moved the second 
reading of I lie Land Registry Act 
Amcimmenl 13 II, the necessity for 
which, he sai I, had been clearly shown 
by recent litigation. Ho ex- 
plained its provisions. which were 
to give power to a judge of the Su- 
preme Court to cancel a lis pendens, 
upon security being given. The attor- 
ney-general went on to explain, that 
under the existing laws any person com- 
mencing in notion in reference to real 
estate hail tho right, irrespective of the 
merits of his cause, to lile a lis pendens 
by way of a charge agaiutt tbe property 



to which lie laid claim, the effect of 
which, to the owner, was to prevent his 
selling, mortgaging, or dealing with the 
property. To take advuntugo of Ibis 
privilege the plaintiff had to give no se- 
curity, and then do what lie would, 
unil however just his cause, n defendant 
could not rid himself of the Iih pendens, 
until the termination of the suit, which 
might bo, three, or six: months, or a 
year. The law had been in this position 
for twenty years, and it wss only 
now, when real eatute is in 
brisk demand, and buying and selling 
is occurring every day that the gross 
injustice of the law presented itself 
with prominence. Fortunately no oases 
of very great hardship had occurred so 
far, hut unless altered a property owner 
might bo ruined without any recom- 
pense. At first he was inclined to 
think that the amendment he now intro- 
duced ought to go further and empower 
the judge in a proper case to cancel the 
iuQUhibruuce without security, but then 
that course would mean the deciding 
the merits of tho case summarily, with- 
out, a proper trial, so that, on the 
whole, he had concluded that the 
measure now introduced, which would 
authorize tho jutlgo. to lift tho lis pen- 
dens, without enquiring into the merits, 
was a sullicient protection, and that the 
owner could not complain of baying to 
Snd security. 

The bill passed its second reading, 
and went Into committee with Mr. Duck 
in the chair. The committee reported 
the bill complete with amendments; re- 
port to be considered Wednesday. 

RETURN. 

Hon. Mr. Turner, in accordance with 
an order of the House, presented a re- 
turn of the amounts of personal pro- 
perty and income assessments for 1890 
in the cities of Victoria, Vancouver, 
West minster and Nanaimo. Received 
anil ordered to be printed. 

A REPORT ASKED FOR. 

Mr. Ladner moved, seconded by Mr, 
Semlin, "That an order of this House 
be granted for a copy of the report of 
Mr. Planta, when acting as commis- 
sioner to to enquire into the claims of 
settlers on the lands embraced within 
the limits mentioned in 'Sumas Dyking 
Act, 1878,' chap. 6, No. 59, Con. Acts." 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that the re- 
port, a particularly voluminous docu- 
ment, had been sent to the land com- 
missioner at New Westminster, When 
Mr. l J lu.nta finished his labors, as far as 
tho Provincial Government was con- 
cerned , they had littio to do with it; 
accordingly, in the interest of tho set- 
tlers, who, of course, wished thoir 
claims settled speedily, the papem were 
handed to the Dominion government 

Hon. Mr. Beaven -What govern men t 
was Mr. Planta acting for ? 

Hon. Mr. Vernon — He was appointed 
by the provincial government in tho in- 
terest of the settlers. All the claims 
which came under the provincial gov- 
ernment had been adjusted, with the 
exception, perhaps, of one claim, now 
under consideration. 

Hon, Mr. Heaven was of the opinion 
that as the report was paid for by the 
province, it should he found in the of- 
lice of tho Department of Lands & 
Works. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that at the 
time that Mr. Planta commenced his

AFTER Till', CALAMITY. 

Wasiiincton, Fob.4. —Secretary Tracy 
appears to be considerably improved 
this morning mid rapidly recovering 
from tho effects of suffocation. As the 
effects of the opiates wear off ho begins 
to realize more keenly the loss of his 
wife and daughter. The re-action from 
the opiates administered naturally 
leaves him physicially weaker. His 
son, Frank, reached Washington at 
about 1 o'clock this morning and re- 
mained at the executive mansion 
through the night. This morning he 
went to the house of Bancroft Davis 
and joined General Catlin, Mrs. Tracy's 
brother, and a few friends, who re- 
mained with his father. President 
Harrison will probably join them there 
after the funeral of Mrs. Coppinger. 
He is now attending and arranging for 
removing the secretary to the executive 
mansion, The latest reports from the 
others who were injured at the tire state 
that they are doing nicely. 

AN AWTtJI, SUGGESTION. 
There are various theories us to the 
cause of yesterday's conflagration. The 
suddenness with which tho tire broke 
out in all parts of tho house and the 
apparent stupor of soma of the inmates 
soetn to demonstrate that incendiarism 
hud followed an attempt at, if not a 
successful, robbery. A large sum of 
money was found in the back yard, and 
it is argued that the persons in danger 
of their lives, as were Secretary mid 
Mrs. Tracy, would never think of 
tlnowing money out of the window. 
Every theory which has so far been ad- 
vanced will be carefully considered 

FROM THE WHITE HOUSE. 

The funeral of Mrs. nnd Miss Tracy 
\,:11 take place from the President's 
mansion at 11 o'clock to-morrow morn- 
ing. The services will be held in the 
East loom.

WIDESPREAD ORIEF. 

The effects of Monday'sawful tragedy 
are widespread in the city. Tho carry- 
ing of the bodies of the two ladies to 
the White House and their burial from 
there, virtually ends the oHicial hospi- 
talities season. Were it otherwise, 
President and Mrs. Harrison in the face

PORTDQCESE REPUBLICANS AWAKE. 

London, Feb. 4. — The frequent state- 
ments sent out frotnJMadrid to the effect 
that the Republican element in Spain 
is in insignificant quantities and that the 
apathy of tho masses has discouraged the 
leaders to the extent of causing them to 
abandon their efforts to bring about a 
demonstration, do not in respect express 
the truth of the situation. As a matter 
of fact, the Republicans have been un- 
usually active of late, and new signs of 
increasing activity are observable.

DESTROYED BY FIRE. 

The Government Reduction Works nt 
Harkervlllo are Laid In Ashes. 

Early yesterday morning the British 
Columbia government reduction works 
at Barkerville, Cariboo, which wore 
only recently erected and put in suc- 
cessful operation at a total cost to the 
province of about S - 20,000, were com- 
pletely destroyed by fire. 

It is only a few days ngo since tho 
country was congratulated in the speech 
from the throne upon the success of 
those much-needed works, which in the 
time they had been in operation, brief 
though it was, had demonstrated con- 
clusively the wonderful richness of 
Cariboo quartz. Expressions of pleas- 
ure at their success were made by the 
members on both sides of the House, 
and their destruction will prove a se- 
vere loss to the province. One comfort 
is to be obtained, however, in the fact 
that during their brief life the works 
fully proved their usefulness and their 
necessity. 

In a telegram received by Hon Mr. 
Robson from Mr. E. A. Martin, super- 
intendent of the works, very meagre 
particulars are given, the despatch read- 
ing as follows: 

Barkerville, Fob, Ith, '80. 
Hon, Jno. Robson, Minister of Mines: 

The reduction works wore burned to tho 
Kround at 4 o'clock this morning. The ma- 
chinery, boilers, stamp nana and settlers 
are destroyed. Part of the furnace fell in. 
The concentration, cbloriiiation cubes and 
generators are ruined. It is supposed tho 
cause of the lire was a spark from the 
Are after thawing out the water pipes tho 
day before.

I'robably Another Wreck,

PrnUc Tor Parriell. 

London, Feb. 4.— The Pall Mall Gaz- 
ette says that Parnell has won a com- 
plete victory, both morally and materi- 
ally.

4.— Tho government 
to-day appropriated $25,000 for the pur- 
poso of importing the finest two rowed 
barley from England for distribution 
among the famers of Canada at the cost 
of importation. This will ensure seed 
)f uniform and guaranteed quality, and 
of the precise variety wanted in Great 
Britain. 

Senator Macdonald, of British Col- 
umbia, introduced a bill to-night im- 
posing two years' imprisonment and a 
tine of §500 upon any person guilty in 
the Northwest Territories of polygamy, 
or what is known by the Mormons as 
spiritual or plural marriages; and to 
ntirely disqualify as a voter or candi- 
late uny person convicted under the 
act. 

In the Commons to-day, Hon. Chas. 
Tupper introduced his bill to give the 
Superior Court jurisdiction in cases of 
violation of the act for the protection of 
navigable waters, which now must be 
tried under the summary conviction 
act. The bill also repeals a clause in 
the present act, giving the govoriior-in- 
;ounoil the power to exempt certain 
streams from its operation. Lumber- 
men now throwing sawdust on streams 
will be given one year in which to pro- 
vide other n cans for disposing of it, and 
'ifter that time no more rubbish will go 
in the rivers.

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THE HON. JOHN MACDONALD. 

Til© Hon. John Alacdonald, whose 
death is announced in our Ottawa tele- 
gram, wns one of the most highly 
respected members of the Senate. He 
held u very high place among the 
business men of Canada for integrity, 
enterprise and intelligence. He was a 
man of strong religious convictions and 
had beeu long an eminent member 
of the Methodist Church of Canada. 
He was Visitor of Victoriu Uni- 
versity, Cobourg, and took u leading 
part in tho different organizations of the 
Methodist church. Ho was a liberal 
and a judicious giver. He gave $4U,(XXJ 
to found a hospital in Toronto, and 
while on a visit to Victoria last summer 
he made a vory handsome donation to- 
wards the church which that denomina- 
tion is about to build in this city. Mr. 
Maedonald took a lively interest 
in politics. In 187* he was ejec- 
ted to represent Centre Toronto 
in tho House of Commons, and iu 1S87, 
although a Liberal, ho was appointed to 
the .Senate by Sir John Macdonald's 
government. Senator Macdonuld was a 
native of Perth, Scotland, Ho came to 
Canada when he was u young man, and 
in 1849 set up in business in Toronto on 
his own account. He wus, whou he 
died, in the sixty-Bixtli year of his age. 
His woll-spent life closed unexpectedly. 
HiB death will be deeply lamented 
wherever he was known. 



PUBLIC OPINION AND THE 
QO VERNMENT. 

The impotent and the inglorious posi 
tlon that tho Opposition occupies in the 
local House of Parliament is recorded 
daily in tho division lists of the House 
but it is still more to be noticed in the 
tono and temper of the speakers on 
the different sides of that assembly. 
From the Government benches we have 
had broad and generous speeches and 
measures, but from the Opposition 
benches we have had only small, nag 
gliug, peddling, and pettifogging carp 
bags at the proceedings of the Govern 
ment. The leader of the Opposition, 
Mr. Beaven, is a man of a parochial 
mind, and naturally, to him, only the 
smallest, of small details seem to bo of 
importance to the party which lie leads, 
and to the country in which he lives, 
It is quite natural, iu such a state o] 
things, that the Opposition shouh 
assert, that though they, unfortunately 
and very, very dourly, are in a small 
minority in the Provincial House, still 
they have a powerful following in the 
country. All minorities do this; for 
what elso can they do? Thoy know that 
in debating power they are weak and 
watery, and they are of course more 
fully convinced that in voting powei 
they are absolutely nowhere, being in 
fact only the "rump" of a party, Tlv 
Opposition then, is conspicuously weak 
in intellectual power; and in b'gliting 
power it is a ragged regiment — some 
with helmets and aonip. without, some 
with muskets and some without 

Tho easiest thing for the Opposition 
to do then, having coufessod their ex 
treme weakness — or having it confessed 
for them daily in the debates, and also 
in the division lists — is to assert, and to 
boldly assert, that ,t,hough they are be 
yond hope, and undeniably debilitated 
at James Bay, still thoy are, as a party 
eitremely robust In the country at 
large. The bye-elcctions do not bear 
them out in this, but "au continue." 
So, thou, how are we to estimate the 
position occupied by " Her Majesty'! 
Opposition?" The voters have shown 
in all the bye- elect ions that thoy don't 
like thorn, so there is nothing for us to 
do but to turn to the press of the pro- 
vince and find out what it Bays, and how 
it says it. To begin with, the Times is 
of course the chief malcontent, we 
might almost say, the only malcontent in 
the province. The Editor every evening 

moves a vote of no confidence in the 
Government of the Hon. J no. Robsoa, 
but as may be seen from the extracts we 
published in yesterday's issue from the 
papers of both parties, no other Editor 
seconds it. He is like, the Scotch terrior 
whose master said of it that it led a 
very unhappy life, for "it never could 
get enough o 1 fcehtiu." But " fechtin," 
with no results, is a tiresome 
business, and evidences of weuri- 
ne«s often appear in the Times. 

On Monday evening it said of us that 
we put the teachers of the province on 
a very low level because we call thorn 
civil servants. You would never, it 
says, speak of the Bishops and Clergy of 
the Church of England, in England, as if 
they were servants of the state. Why 
not? The "Public Worship Regulation 
Bill" of Mr. Disraeli defined the posi- 
tiou of the clergy of bhi) Church of Eng- 
land iu the clearest terms, and every 
now and then some unfortunate Clergy- 
man la sent to prison by tho civil powers 
for violation of the " Rules and Regula- 
tions" laid down for their guidance. 
They hive to obaervo the " daily mark- 
ings," or to suffer accordingly; so how 
(■' their position superior or better than 
that of public servants 7 With the ex- 
ception of tho Times, and in a modified 
way of the Truth of New Westminster, 
all the papers of the province are fuir 
and even generous In their criticisms of 
the prosont Government, mnro especial- 
ly of their Educational policy nnd its 
a<lmiiitstr« lion. The News Advertiser of 
Vancouver, which is not a recognized 
supporter of the Government, on Satur- 
day last, mndo most contemptuous 
references to the Opposition as "giving 
untir.es of useless or at loa3t trivial 
riuoBtions " and then spending two or 
tin-to hours in their discussion; and the 
Daily World, published .like the Adver- 
tiser, diroctly under the nose of Mr. J as. 
Orr, and amid his constituent* ep«ak» of 



the motion ho lately made in tho House 
for information about tlio representa- 
tion bill us "stupid and impertinent" 
and as a "buncombe" resolution. 

Xiie Truth of Westminster, not a 
Government organ, says; 

Mr. Beaven would have hold a vast- 
ly more rtigniGed position in the House 
and in this country, too, if he had not 
opened his mouth at all, in tho dobato on 
the address." 

The"Kootonay Star," tho "Karaioopa 
Sentinel," the "British Columbian" and 
the Hanaimo "Free Press" are all equul- 
ly warm and generous in their support 
of the present Government, and equally 
outspoken in their condemnation of the 
course pursued by the Opposition. So, 
as we have already said, the whole of 
tho press of the Province, except the 
rimes, joins the whole of the represen- 
tatives of the people, except fivo or six, 
in supporting in every way tho present 
Administration. 



STILL AHEAD. 

The return which was brought down 
to the House yesterday by the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer should be studied by 
chinking men both on the Island and on 
the Mainland. When mere bragging is 
required, Vancouver is never behind 
hand. Its citizens have learned well tho 
art of blowing their own trumpet. But 
A'hen ollicial returns are called for to 
show the relative wealth and import- 
nice of the cities of British Columbia 
the superiority of Victoria becomes con- 
ipicuous. This iu seen in the returns of 
customs and excise, in tho improve- 
ments that are being made, and in the 
issessmonta for the purposes of provin- 
cial taxation. The return which wo 
publish to day which is made up from 
illicial documents shows that Victoriu 
is regards realized wealth is far and 
tway ahead of any city of the province. 
If any one, without having this return 
to refer to as his authority, had ven- 
tured to say that Victoria possesses 
.-ery nearly seven times as much pro- 
petty as Vancouver, ho might expect to 
>e covered with abuse and ridicule 
>y the journalistic and other boomers 
if the terminal city. They would cer- 
tainly say, at the very least, that the 
ralnation of Victoria was ridiculously 
!ugh, and that the valuator was either 
i knave or a fool. But when it conies 
to valuations, not for booming purposes 
hut for the requirements of taxation, it 
is seen that Victoria takes her proper 
place as the premier city of the prov- 
ince. As regards matters of trade it is 
the sunie, Oftieiul figures put Victoria 
in her proper position. But when it 
lonies to boasting and booming the cap- 
ital of the province is nowhere. We 
arc not blind to tho tricks of our neigh- 
bors to keep Victoria in the back- 
ground, and not to allow her relative 
importance to be known. Every 
itraugcr who visits Vancouver is made 
to believe that Vancouver is the 
first city of the province, and that Vic- 
toria is a town of fossils and moss-backs, 
which is rapidly falling into decay. In 
articles written about British Columbia 
oy persons who have been stuffed by 
-be boomers of Vancouver, or who have 
been paid by parties who are interested 
in advertising Vancouver, Victoria, if 
noticed at all, is mentioned in 
terms of disparagement. But these 
ittempta to magnify Vancouver's im- 
portance at the expense of Victoria ore 
futile. The principal city of the pro- 
vince cannot be ignored, let its enemies 
and detractors try ever so hard to bo- 
little and to draw public attention from 
it. The facts and figures that tho public 
documents reveal prove that it is ahead 
and is likely to keep ahead of the much- 
bopmed city of the Mainland. We do 
not envy that city whatever measure of 
progress it has made, we sincerely re- 
joice to see it prospor, but we must con- 
fess that we do feel annoyed when we 
see the dishonest attempts that are 
boing continually made to make it ap- 
pear that it is the only city in the pro- 
vince that is wortli talking or writing 
about, and to disparage and ignore Vic- 
toria, which, as all British Columbians 
know, is in every respect the first city 
of the province, und which bids fair to 
continue to occupy that proud position. 

THE CAUCUS. 

The Manitoba Free Press, comment- 
ing upon the fact that the Government 
to which it is bitterly opposed intended 
to hold a caucus on the evening before 
the opening of the Legislature, says : 

"The caucus has become part of the 
political institutions of the country, and 
when not abused it can be made to serve 
it useful purpose. As long as we have 
Government by party just so long will 
it be necessary DO submit to the caucus 
which is an off-shoot of it. It is often 
expedient that the leader of a party 
should invite bis followers to a full and 
frank discussion of some question of 
proposed policy ; this is done in the 
caucus. It sometimes happens, too, that 
the caucus is used for the settlement of 
differences, or for an agreement to dis- 
agree. A leader, however astute, can- 
not always hope to shape his course to 
the entire satisfaction of his followers, 
When differences of opinion arise it is 
not improper or inexpedient that they 
should be freely canvassed ; it is possible 
that the differences may be removed on 
explanation, and in any case the disaf- 
fected followers are given an Opportun- 
ity to set themselves right with the rest 
of the party. Confined to this limit it 
cannot he said that the caucus is de- 
moralizing, or that it is not under many 
circumstances a rather useful adjunct of 
tho party machinery, provided, of 
course, that the distinction between the 
use and the abuse is always observed.' 1 
Here wo have an opposition news- 
paper frankly admitting the usefulness 
of the etiucus even when it is held by 
the lander of the Government immedi- 
ately before the meeting of the Legisla- 
ture, and thai, too, to discuss some 
question of "proposed policy." This ia 
a very different course from that pur- 
sued by the Opposition in this province, 
which, though believing in the caucus, 
and making frequent, usu of it, hold up 
their hands in affected horror when they 
urn frankly told by the leader of the 
Government that he thinks it necessary 
to consult his supporters on so important 
a subject, and one that so noarly affects 
them all, us the ro-adjustinent, of repre- 
sentation. The frankness and honesty 
of the organ of the Manitoba Opposition 
is in striking contrast with the insincer- 
ity and the hypocrisy of Mr. Beaven 
and his followers in this province.

A CLOSE CONTEST. 

The elections in Priuco Edvrard Island 
have resulted in what is almost certain 
to bo a deadlock. Thero are thirty 
members in its House of Assembly. By 
the telegraphic returns it is seen that 
the Government in tho new House will 
have sixteen supporters and that tho 
Opposition will number fourteen, After 
electing the Speaker tho Government 
will have a majority of only one on tho 
floor of tho House. It will be almost, 
if nofc quite, impossible to carry on the 
Government with such a narrow major- 
ity as this. In the last House the par- 
ties stood eighteen to twelve. The late 
Provincial Secretary and Commissioner 
of Public Lauds, who is one of the 
ablest men in the Maritime Provinces, 
was dofeated. It is more than probable 
that the Government's loss of support is 
owing to the defalcations in tho Public 
Land Office. Although the Chief Com- 
missioner's integrity is unquestioned, 
the inouey was stolon and the books 
of account were falsified under his 
administration. He hua been held ac- 
countable for tho misdeeds of a subor- 
dinate. It is contended that he 
should have been more watchful 
and have given more of his 
time to tho supervision of tho work 
done in tho office of which he was the 
uominal head. It seems hard that an 
honest man should be condemned for 
the crime ccmniitted by a dishonest sub- 
ordinate; but ia it not, after all, 
right J Does not the public good re- 
mire that heads of departments should 
keep a watchful eye over all the officials 
and particularly over those who handle 
the peoplo's money j Au honest niiiu 
will never object to be held to strict ac- 
count for every cent that passes' through 
his hands, and u system of checks rigid- 
ly carried out is necessary to keep dis- 
honest men from stealing. There is no 
question that tho business of the Prince 
Edward Island Lund Office was done 
very loosely for years, and those ac- 
quainted with the nature of the business 
done in it — there being a great number 
of small accounts — know that looseness 
and irregularity in keeping its accounts 
must be followed by great annoyance, 
and perhaps loss to a very large propor- 
tion of the community. Under the cir- 
cumstances we are not surprised that 
the iniquity of the official has been 
visited upon the Hoad of the Depart- 
ment and upon the party of which hewus 
k leadingraeuiher. As no greater reproach 
ittaches to Mr. Donald Ferguson iu 
this unfortunate business 'than want of 
watchfulness, it is not likely that ho 
will be kept long out of public life. The 
country requires men of his ability, in- 
telligence, energy and integrity; it will 
not do without their services He bus 
received a sovore lesson, but as his hon- 
or is untarnished lie will be certain to 
coinc to the front again, and that, too, 
before very long. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Wk are much pleased to see that the 
board of aldermen contemplate appoint- 
ing Mr. Northcote tb the position ofi 
permanent assessor and inspector of 
works and buildings. The creation of 
such an office is most judicious. The 
mun who fills it, if he understands his 
business and does his duty fuithfully, 
will save his salary ten times over. Mr. 
Northcote is well fitted for the position. 
Ho is a man of ability und experienco, 
and his integrity ia unquestioned. We 
trust, therefore, that the board of 
aldermen will carry out their intention 
in this matter. We have long seen 
that « permanent assessor was required, 
and that an Inspector of buildings could 
do the city good service. The city 
council will, we are convinced, search a 
long while before they find so good a 

man as Mr. Northcote for the position.

A few days after my arrival in Yie- 
torin in ISO.'), 1 was requested to visit 
a sick Scotchman in a shanty near the 
Saanioh road, leading up from theSaan- 
ioh road.

He had married the 
daughter of the hotel-keeper there and 
cultivated the vineyard on the hill bo- 
hind. By and by, he informed me that 
he was on his way to visit an old friend 
from Australia who had located in Nor- 
folk.
